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W H E N firſt I began to compoſe the fol⸗

Ano- 


ther end was, that the meditating on them, might 


be a mean of keeping worſe thoughts from at- 
tracting the attention, and captivating the vile 


affections of my deſperately wicked and devcit-

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Ieome now to ſpeak of that which firſt cauſed me 


to think of publiſhing them to the world, which, 


J hope, was the declarative glory of him, who, 
tho* he was rich, yet for our ſakes be became poor, 


that we through his poverty might be made rich: | 


But there was a ſecond thing had ſome influence 


upon me, even my father's long confinement on 
his death-bed, he being long confined and in 
poor circumſtances of life, rendered him to be 


needful of more ſupply than I could, according 


to my circumſtances give him; therefore, I 
thought this might, by the kind providence of 


God, give ſome relief to him and his ſmall fami- 


ly, three of which could do nothing for them- 


felves ; but he died before I could get them for- 
warded ſo as to anſwer this end, yet I did not 
think of giving them over ſeeing the Lord had 
put it in my heart to do it. But even after I had 
them together with an intention of pubilſbing, 
there were three things that had ſome influence 
upon me in reſpect of hindring nie to publiſh 
them to the world. The firſt of Which was, my 
ignorance as to the knowledge of words, ſeeing 
I never got any more than common education. 
The ſecond was a ſenſe of the weakneſs of my 
judgment, not having a good genius how t 


lace one thing after another ſo as to pleaſe the 


ncy of the preſent criticifing world. . And, 
thirdly, I was afraid that I might fall one day by 
the hands of Saul, even my ſpiritual foes, the 
which thing I thought would open the mourks 
of enemies; thus I thought my zeal would be 
turned to reproaches, and thefe reproaches ; ovid 
fall on the cauſe of Chriſt, which things I thought 
would alfo grieve the generation of the juſt, 
Now as to the firſt of theſe things, I might 
have got them corrected, as I had an one 
vo 
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from a ſtudent in the College: but when I ſeri- 
oufly thought upon it, I thought, that whatever 
2 few learned critics, who look more to their 
learning than to the word might ſay, I hoped 
that the judicious, exerciſed Chriſtian, looking 


more to the kernal of the nut than to the ſhell, 
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> would have nothing to ſay. - So I hope the read 


er will be pleaſed to look over any little errors 
that may appear to be in ſome words, or the 
number of ſyllables that may not be particularly 
right in each line, for I am ſure it is not particu» 
larity in that, nor in the expreſſing of learned 


words that makes any thing of this nature to have 


the moſt ſpiritual diſcernment. But I am ſure, 
that If this little book comes into the hands of 
learned critics, it will be found much fault with, 
but I would have them to confider, chat it is not 
the affecting of College airs that has a ſaving ime 
preſſion on the heart, for faith Paul, #hen i came 
unto you, I came not with the excellency of ſpeech, 
but delivered unto you the tefliimony of God, for I 
determined not to know' any thing among you, ſave 
Chriſt, and him crucified. But the reader may 
read the whole of 1 Corinthians ii. chap: and he 


will fee how Paul declares that his ſpeech was 


not with the enticing words of mens wiſdom, 
but in demonſtration of the ſpirit and with AN 


that their faith might not ſtand in the wiſdom of 


men, but in the power of God; and as in ano- 
ther place, It is not by might ner by power, but by 
my ſpirit, ſaith the Lord, ſo that it is only the ex- 
ceeding greatneſs of God's power exerciſed to- 


. wards them that believe, even working in them 


according to the working of his mighty power 


which he wrought in Chriſt when he raiſed him 


from the dead, and ſer him on his own right hand 
in heavenly places, 7 giving them the ſpirit of

wiſdom and revelatian in the knowledge of him, 
and by enlightning their underſtandings ſo as to 
make them to know what is the hope of his cal- 
ling, and what the riches of the glory of his in- 
heritance in the ſaints, that can make the word 
ef truth read or preached unto ſinners become 
the goſpel of ſalvation unto their precious ſouls, 
and make them believe ſo as to be ſealed with the 
Holy Spirit of promiſe. | 
Now the reader will plainly ſee from what has 

been ſaid, that although there be a real neceſſi- 
ty that men ſhould be learned and ſet a part for 
the ſtudy of ſpiritual things, yet there is not the 
ſmalleſt reafon whey they ſhould cavil at that 
which is unlearnedly done if it be ſcriptural z for 
when the ſpirit is given to a ſinner that ſitteth i in 
darkneſs, he is taught by the ſpirit. to compare 
ſpiritual things with ſpiritual, and in that way to 
know what is freely given him of God, ſo that 
we ſee as far as a great number of modern de- 


claimers in our church at this day, who make 
uſe of human learning to the neglecting the word 


of God, or proving that which they ſay from the 
word of Gad, they act contrary to the rule or 
direction given by God's unerring word, for he 
hath ſaid in his word, which is truth, for his 


teſtimonies are very ſure, that his kingdom is net

by fincerity, nat with feſbly wiſdom but by the grace 


of Ged, for that which we have ſeen and beard have 
we ſpoken unto you, even his word which endureth 
Forever. This is that treaſure, which being put in- 
to earthen veſſels, is by the goſpel preached unto 
finners, and begets them into a lively hope, not

the greateſt orators in the prefent age, The reader 
may ſee from what has heen ſaid, that inſtead of 
learned men cavilling at that which is unlearned, 
they ought rather to think on what they were 
before they were poliſhed with the tool of human 
jearning; thus looking to the rock from whence 
they were hewn, and to the hole of the pit from 


whence they were dug; they would ſee but little 
ground for boaſting, but rather for lowly humi- 


lity to enable them to eſteem each other better

But we have reaſon to rejoice, that although 
there are many amongſt us who love better to 

preach up the wiſdom of heathen philoſophers * 

than Chrift, the wiſdom of God and the power 

of God: the reaſon is, becauſe they do not cone

Ged ſtronger than the ſtrength of man. But 1 ſay, 
we have reaſon to rejoice, that while many err in 


this way, that there is alſo in our church a good - 


ly number that ſpeak the wiſdom of God in a 
myſtery, even the hidden wiſdom which God or- 
dained before the world unto his glory, ſeeing 
they have not received the ſpirit cf this world, 


but the ſpirit which is of God, and God revealeth 
theſe things unto them by his ſpirit, for the ſpirit - 
Tearcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God, 


and they not being ignorant of that comfort 
wherewith they themſelves have been comfoi ted, 
being taught it by that unction of the ſpirit which 
teacheth them all things and they need not that 
any ſhould teach them, for that ſpirit makes them 
to know the things which are freely given them 


of God, ſo they alſo comfart his people with that 


which the Holy Ghoſt teacheth, comparing ſpi-

But O ye ſtrangers from the coyenants of promiſe,
